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Rabbi  Steinberg  Speaks 
To  Adults  March  31 

The  last  two  lectures  of  the  Committee 
on  Adult  Education’s  Current  lecture 
series  “Currents  in  Jewish  History  from 
the  11th  to  the  19th  Century”  will  be 
given  on  Monday  evening,  March  31st 
and  April  7th.  Tonight  the  lecturer  will 
be  Rabbi  Steinberg,  whose  topic  will  be 
“The  Dawn  of  a  New  Day.”  The  growth 
of  liberalism  in  Europe  and  the  influence 
of  the  French  Revolution  on  Judaism  will 
be  discussed.  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  also 
touch  on  the  lives  of  Spinoza,  Mendels¬ 
sohn  and  Maimon  in  his  discussion.  The 
finale  of  the  series  will  be  on  April  7th 
when  Rabbi  Kertzer  will  speak  on  the 
topic  “Growth  of  Central  and  East  Euro¬ 
pean  Jewry”.  Rabbi  Kertzer  will  discuss 
the  inner  life  of  the  Ghetto,  the  German- 
Jewish  community  and  the  growth  of 
Mysticism  and  Hasidism.  These  lectures 
can  be  attended  even  though  you  may 
have  missed  the  previous  4  lectures.  The 
fee  will  be  $.50  for  each  and  everyone  is 
urged  to  attend  and  take  part  in  the  stimu¬ 
lating  discussions  which  follow. 

The  Seminar  Course  from  8  to  8:45 
will  be  given  on  both  evenings  by  Cantor 
Putterman.  The  music  of  the  Holy  Days 
and  Passover  will  be  covered  and  the 
Cantor  will  supplement  his  interesting 
discussions  with  recordings. 


Sisterhood  Opens  Drive 
For  UJA  in  Synagogue 

The  Women’s  Division  1947  campaign 
for  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  of  Greater 
New  York  is  well  under  way.  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Roosevelt  spoke  at  the  rally 
opening  the  drive  on  February  19th  at  the 
Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel.  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Geller,  an  active  member  of  Sisterhood, 
also  spoke  at  the  luncheon  in  her  capa¬ 
city  as  co-chairman  of  the  metropolitan 
area  campaign.  Mrs.  Sanford  Cohen,  Sis¬ 
terhood  chairman  for  U.J.A.,  urges  you  to 
give  to  the  limit  of  your  capacity  when 
any  member  of  her  capable  committee 
approaches  you  for  funds.  Last  year  the 
Sisterhood  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
raised  the  large  sum  of  $28,354.  This 
amount  is  higher  than  that  raised  by  any 
other  women’s  group  in  Manhattan,  and 
once  again  everyone  is  awaiting  the  re¬ 
turns  from  our  organization. 

Last  year  the  lives  of  many  of  the  suf¬ 
fering  Jews  of  Europe  were  saved.  This 
year  those  lives  must  he  rehabilitated  for 
useful  living.  With  the  liquidation  of 
UNRRA,  the  entire  responsibility  for  the 
relief  of  Jews  in  Europe  falls  upon  agen¬ 
cies  of  U.J.A.  The  urgency  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  is  far  beyond  description,  and  it  is 
important  that  each  one  be  prepared  to 
give  generously. 
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School  Sponsors  Model 
Seder,  Sunday,  Mar.  30 

The  annual  model  Seder,  which  has 
become  a  tradition  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Religious  School,  will  be  held 
this  year  on  Sunday  morning,  March 
30th  at  10:30  o’clock.  Rabbi  Kertzer  will 
conduct  the  Seder,  in  which  members  of 
the  Sunday  and  Hebrew  schools  will  par¬ 
ticipate.  The  members  of  High  School  II 
will  be  in  charge  of  planning  and  decora¬ 
tions.  Heading  this  group  is  a  committee 
consisting  of  Paul  Seligson,  Hugh  Levy 
and  Elinor  Weehsler.  Assisting  in  the 
general  arrangements  will  be  members  of 
High  School  I  under  the  leadership  of 
Nina  Solomon,  Sue  Starkman,  and  Ste¬ 
phen  Selig.  Mr.  Sanford  Hahn  is  acting 
as  faculty  advisor  for  the  occasion. 

Each  class  will  have  its  own  table,  on 
which  a  theme  will  be  depicted.  The 
themes  will  deal  with  freedom,  the  topic 
particularly  appropriate  for  Passover. 
One  class  will  show  a  Displaced  Persons 
camp  scene,  another  some  aspect  of 
Hagancih,  and  still  another  the  Balfour 
Declaration  being  burned  by  the  British. 

The  tables  will  be  decorated  blue  and 
white,  with  each  table  displaying  silver 
candlesticks  and  the  traditional  Haroses. 
Matzos  for  the  occasion  will  be  donated 
by  the  Manishewitz  Company,  through 
Mr.  B.  Prensky.  Other  food  served  will 
include  hard  boiled  eggs  and  fruit  salad. 

The  new  Reconstructionist  Haggadah 
will  he  used  with  the  Hebrew  passages 
read  by  the  Hebrew  School  pupils  and 
the  English  passages  read  by  the  Sunday 
School  members.  Each  class  is  expected 
to  prepare  a  Passover  song  which  will  be 
sung  at  that  time.  An  invitation  is  cor¬ 
dially  extended  to  all  parents  to  join  in 
the  model  Seder.

Rabhi  Steinberg 

What’s  new  right  now  among  hooks  of 
Jewish  or  religious  import? 

The  book  of  most  immediate  interest 
to  all  of  us  is  With  An  H  On  My  Dog  1  ag 
written  by  our  own  Rabbi  Morris  N. 
Kertzer.  Our  concern  with  it  derives  most 
immediately  from  our  attachment  to  its 
author.  But  it  commands  attention  in  its 
own  right.  Gracefully  written,  vivid,  hu¬ 
mane,  it  is  both  an  account  of  the  experi¬ 
ences  of  a  single  Jewish  chaplain  and  a 
portrayal  of  the  Jewish  chaplaincy  as  a 
whole.  With  this  volume,  Rabbi  Kertzer 
has  done  the  rabbinate  and  the  Jewish 
community  a  distinct  service.  He  has  en¬ 
hanced  the  prestige  of  our  congregation.

A  novel  certain  to  be  widely  read  and 
discussed  is  Laura  Z.  Hobson’s  Gentle¬ 
men  s  Agreement.  Since  I  plan  to  review 
it  from  the  pulpit  on  March  28th,  I  shall 
not  pause  over  it  now  any  further  than 
to  say  that  it  is  a  smooth,  vivid,  ingenious 
tale  of  considerable  worth  as  a  propa¬ 
ganda  piece.  Mrs.  Hobson,  however,  sees 
only  the  surface  of  the  problem  of  anti- 
Semitism;  she  does  not  see  Judaism  at 
all.  As  a  clue,  then,  to  the  Jewish  question 
it  is  to  be  taken  cautiously  and  with  more 
than  the  proverbial  grain  of  salt.

An  article  of  extraordinary  merit,  the 
work  of  one  of  our  own  fellow-congre¬ 
gants,  has  just  appeared  in  the  magazine 
Social  Research.  Its  author,  Dr.  Albert 
Salomon,  Professor  of  Sociology  at  the 
New  School  for  Social  Research,  entitles 
his  essay  “The  Religion  of  Progress.”  Its 
purpose  is  to  present  and  analyze  “his- 
toricism,”  that  dogma  of  the  modern 
spirit  which  Reinhold  Niebuhr  recently 
caught  in  the  brilliant  formula:  “The 
view  of  history  as  a  kind  of  God  and  time 
as  a  kind  of  Christ.”  As  children  of  the 
19th  and  20th  century,  many  of  us  have 
accepted  this  doctrine  uncritically.  Dr. 
Salomon’s  review  of  its  evolution  and  the 
major  forms  of  its  manifestation  has 
value  not  only  as  a  source  of  information, 
but  as  a  corrective  as  well.

Dr.  Sachar  Asks  '"Who 
Will  Get  The  Children  ” 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  James  Loeb, 
national  secretary  of  the  Americans  for 
Democratic  Action,  who  was  scheduled 
to  address  the  congregation  on  Friday 
evening,  March  21,  Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar 
spoke  on  the  provocative  topic,  “And 
Who  Will  Get  the  Children?”  Dr.  Sachar 
is  the  national  director  of  the  Hillel 
Foundation. 

In  his  message  he  explained  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  education  received  by 
young  people  in  terms  of  their  behavior 
through  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  The 
responsibility  of  those  in  whose  hands 
this  education  lies  is  a  great  one.  It  is  for 
them  to  instill  the  ideals  of  morality  and 
justice  and  to  channel  the  energies  of 
these  young  people  in  the  most  effective 
manner. 

The  disappointments  with  this  world 
after  the  war  lead  to  disillusionment,  Dr. 
Sachar  added,  unless  the  proper  perspec¬ 
tive  is  pointed  out.  This  disillusionment 
can  then  manifest  itself  as  a  kind  of  cyni¬ 
cism  and  paralysis  of  action  now  evident 
among  so  many  “tired  liberals”. 

He  urged  that  we  should  be  thankful 
for  the  world  we  have  today  and  be  mind¬ 
ful  that  while  it  is  not  the  best  world  it  is 
a  better  one  than  we  would  have  had, 
were  we  not  the  victors.
